Henderson et al disclose a electronic exercise system that monitors physical 
activity. 

Clem discloses an interactive programmable fitness interface system. 

The prior art however, fails to show or suggest, as detailed in claims 1 , 29, 49, 
66, and 78, an exercise device configured to enable the interaction of a user, 
comprising: an exercise mechanism comprising a movable element; interface means, 
communicating with the exercise mechanism, for gathering a first signal from the user; 
communicating means, communicating with the interface means, for receiving a 
packetized second signal; and means responsive to the packetized second signal, for 
controlling the operating parameters of the exercise mechanism.
